If  the  Paiz  is  correctly  informed,  the 
Argentines  are  making  very  suspicions 
preparations  for  war.  Our  contemporary 
says  that  orders  have  been  sent  to  Europe 
for  the  speedy  completion  of  the  naval 
vessels  ordered,  and  that  the  troops  are  being 
armed  with  a  new  gun  and  are  being 
actively  drilled.  This  is  in  reality  no  more 
than  Brazil  is  doing,  and  we  more  than 
suspect  that  the  facts  are  really  no  more 
alarming  than  the  daily  exercise  of  troops  in 
the  streets  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  the  recent 
purchases  of  arms.  In  view  of  the  disposi- 
tion of  Congress  to  reduce  the  army  to 
15,000  or  18,000  men — which  would  then 
be  much  larger  than  under  the  monarchy- 
there  is  some  reason  for  believing  that  these 
telegrams  have  been  prepared  for  the 
special  purpose  of  defeating  such  action. 
Our  Argentine  exchanges  show  no  signs 
of  a  bellicose  feeling  down  there,  nor  do 
the  regular  press  telegrams  indicate    any

such  sentiment.  Argentina  is  certainly  in 
no  condition  for  war  even  were  her  govern- 
ment desirous  of  such  a  variation  Irom  the 
troubles  now  afflicting  that  country.  We  are 
therefore  inclined  to  believe  these  telegrams 
to  be  either  a  gross  misconception  of  some 
very  simple  military  movement  down  there, 
or  they  lave  been  manufactured  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  Congress  from 
reducing  the  excessive  number  of  men  in 
the  Brazilian  army  fixed  by  the  provisional 
government. 


THE     RIO     NEWS. 


Thk  past  week  lias  been  one  of  excep- 
tional interest  in  financial  and  legislative 
circles  because  of  the  special  reports  on  the 
financial  situation  presented  by  the  invest- 
igating committee  appointed  by  the  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies,  and  by  the  minister  of  fin- 
ance. The  first  was  presented  to  the  Cliam- 
bcren  the  l6th,  and  was  by  itself  exception- 
ally short  and  direct.  After  slating  the 
scope  of  the  inquiry,  the  report  goes  direct 
to  the  root  of  the  difficulty —  the  over- 
emission  of  currency  and  the  confusion  now 
existing  in  the  laws  governing  this  emission. 
The  committee  also  finds  that  the  Banco  da 
Republica  has  contributed  largely  to  the 
present  situnfjbn  by  the  part  which  it  has 
taken  in  encouraging  and  assisting  specula- 
tion. To  remedy  these  evils  and  restore  the 
credit  of  this  market  the  committee  pro- 
poses;—  (1)  to  annul  the  contract  cele- 
brated with  the  Banco  da  Republica  for 
redemption  of  paper  ironey  ;  (2)  to  use 
the  interest  on  the  apolices  deposited  by  the 
Banco  dos  Estados  Qnidos  and  other  re- 
gional banks  for  the  redemption  of  the  cur- 
rency issued  by  the  state  ;  (3)  to  convert  all 
notes  of  2$  and  under  by  an  issue  of  silver ; 
(4)  to  limit  the  issue  of  banknotes  to  the  am- 
ount now  in  circulation  and  prohibit  further 
issues;  (5)  to  restore  the  gold  deposited  in 
the  Treasury  to  secure  circulation,  and  to 
reduce  all  deposits  to  one  common  basis  ; 
(7)  to  oblige  the  Banco  da  Republica 
to  reduce  within  three  years  to  one-fourth 
of  its  emission  the  accounts  of  "accounts 
current  with  collaterals  and  guarantees"  and 
*"  indebtedness  ot  banks  and  companies,"  in 
the  proportion  of  at  least  one-third  per 
annum  ;  (7)  to  require  the  presentation  of 
monthly  balance  sheets.  In  the  opinion 
of  many  the  proposal  of  the  committee  does 
not  go  far  enough  and  its  restrictions  are 
not  strong  enough.  The  present  emission 
is  something  over  450,000,000$,  and  it  is 
depreciated  between  40  and  50  per  cent. 
It  is  therefore  believed  that  the  volume  is 
loo  great  and  should  be  at  once  reduced. 
It  is  also  urged  that  the  Banco  da  Republica, 
which  has  done  almost  nothing  for  com- 
merce, should  be  either  liquidated,  or 
radically  reformed.  In  our  opinion,  the 
bank  should  be  reorganized  and  transfor- 
med into  a  bank  of  deposits  and  emission, 
governed  by  a  practical  banker  and  having  a 
board  of  directors  composed  of  the  mana- 
gers of  the  leading  banks.  The  report  of  the 
minister  of  finance  was  published  on  the 
morning  of  the  20th,  and  is  an  insuffer- 
ably long,  pedantic  and  inconclusive  docu- 
ment. It  does  not  formulate  a  project,  or 
scheme,  for  improving  the  situation,  but 
seeks  to  define  the  bases  on  which  such  a 
project  should  be  framed.  In  this  sense 
the  minister  argues  that  the  present  emis- 
sion is  not  too  large,  that  agricultural  labor 
and  the  great  number  of  new  companies 
and  enterprises  require  more  money,  that 
import  duties  should  be  collected  in  gold, 
that  the  tariff  should  be  reorganized  for  the 
protection  of  national  industries,  and  that 
the  state  railways  should  be  leased.  He  pro- 
poses that  the  Banco  da  Republica  should 
have  the  exclusive  right  to  issue  paper 
money,  being  obliged  to  acquire  the  issues 
of  other  banks.  This  issue  he  would  fix  at 
a  maximum  of  600,000,000$,  the  treasury 
note:;  to  be  withdrawn  gradually  and  subs- 
tituted by  bank  notes.  The  gold  deposited 
in  the  Treasury  to  guarantee  circulation  he 
would  sell,  substituting  it  with  gold  apolices. 
It  must  be  confessed  that  the  plan  affords 
very  little  hops  for  an  improvement.  II 
the  present  issue  is  so  excessive  as  to  cause 
depreciation,  then  certainly  150,000,000$ 
more  must  logically  cause  further  depre- 
ciation, and  this  decline  in  value  will  be 
accelerated  still  more  by  the  proposed 
substitution  of  the  gold  deposits  by  apolices. 
Such  a  step  would  send  exchange  below  10 
at  a  run,  where  it  would  remain  until  better 
counsels  should  prevail. 


A  translation  of  the  reports  of  the  special 
committee  of  the  Chamber  and  the  minister 
of  finance  will  be  published  next  week  as  a 
supplement  to  Thk  Rio  News.

COMPANY,    LIMITED. 

To  the  Shareholders, 

The  directors  of  this  company  issued  a  circular 

dated  1st  May,  1891,  jjivillD  I  he  result  of  Mr. 
Hum's  visit  to  Rio,  which  no  ctouht  to  the  majority 
of  the  shareholders  will  prove  satisfactory,  as  this 
is  (lie  only  -source  from  which  they  can  receive  any 

information  respecting  their  property, 
As  late  general  manager  for  the  company  In 

Brazil  ami  as  n  large  shareholder,  I  think  it  my 
duty  to  contest  several  statements  made  in  that 
circular,  as  they  are  misleading  in  fact  ami  give  an 
erroneous  value  of  the  negotiations,  etc.,  concluded 
with  the  Muzambinho  company, 

For  better  reference  my  observations  are  made  in 
the  same  numerical  order  as  those  in  the  circular. 
3.—  There  is  no  doubt  the  provisional  govern- 
ment hail  resolved  to  adhere  to  their  determination, 
etc.,  luit  Mr.  Hunt  was  informed,  on  the  best 
authority,  their  days  were  numbered,  and  that 
every  justice  would  he  done  to  the  company  by 
[heir  successors.  This  fact  lias  since  been  proved 
in  the  case  of  other  companies. 

For  some  reasons  beat  known  to  himself  Mr. 
Hunt  could  not  get  beyond  the  Muzambinho 
people,  u  through  whose  influence  only,  the  govern- 
ment camelled  your  concessions  and  afterwards 
gave  them,  although  on  somewhat  different  con- 
ditions, to  that  company,"  although  at  the  same 
lime,  "as  a  blind"  he  was  eventually  in  treaty 
with  others  for  the  sale  of  the  whole  concern  !  ! 

I  te  was  in  too  great  a  hurry  to  return  to  Europe 
with  the  Miuambtnho  contract  in  his  pocket,  and 
although  he  was  in  Rio  and  Metropolis  a  little  more 
than  a  month,  " //(■  never  once  visited  your  pro- 
perty." 

4.— Correct  in  fact,  although  it  was  well  known 
that  the  conditions,  etc.,  would  be  altered,  as  in 
similar  cases, 

S- —The  extra  length  of  the  line  was  incon- 
sequence of  the  change  in  the  route  after  the  con- 
tract was  signed,  "  and  at  the  express  wish  of  the 
directors."  They  say  the  government  would  have 
not  favored  an  application  for  a  guarantee  on  a 
larger  amount  for  construction,  suppose  this  was 
so,  although  inadmissible,  why  did  they  not  accept 
the  proposal  made  through  me,  to  construct  the 
line  and  had  the  necessary  capital  here,  on  the 
very  same  conditions  as  those  in  question. 

The  network  of  railways  acquired  by  the  Mu- 
zambinho company,  look  well  on  paper. 

6. — As  proved  111  my  letter  to  the  Hoard  dated 
llih  February,  1S91,  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  the 
Muzambinho  company  to  bring  the  whole  nf  the 
traffic  in  this  zone,  over  the  Minns  am!  Rio  railway. 

7. — The  Minns  and  Kio  company  "have  ceded" 
to  the  Muzambinho  company  the  right  to  construct 
all  lines  from  kilometre  106  "  and  not  from  the 
terminus  of  their  railway,  kilometre  jyo,  as  stated 
in  the  circular." 

This  is  very  serious  and  prejudicial  to  the  future 
interests  of  your  property.      Vide  same  letter. 

3- — The  Muzambinho  company  pay  ^15,000 
only  ior  the  Passos  concession.  "  Have  they  done 
so  ?  I  was  informed  in  London  they  had  given 
bills  for  the  amount." 

The  directors  were  offered  £30,000  for  the  same 
concession  ami  with  equal  guarantees  as  to  bring- 
ing the  traffic  over  their  line. 

4. — This  clause  is  worthless  as  the  Muzambinho 
are  making  the  line  to  Salto. 

Another  company  is  going  to  Lambary  with  a 
more  direct  line,  so  even  should  the  Muzambinho 
company  construct  this  branch,  which  is  very 
doubtful,  you  will  lose  all  this  valuable  traffic  to 
ami  from  tliat  district. 

8. — The  federal  government  agreed  to  ratify  the 
contract,  if  the  Minas  and  Rio  company  would  ex- 
pressly renounce  all  their  claims  for  Indemnity  for 
loss,  etc.,  through  the  provisional  government 
having  cancelled  their  concession. 

The  company  claimed  3,000  contos  {say  £300,- 
000)  and  here  the  present  government  tacitly 
admit  the  company's  right  to  indemnity.  With 
this  weapon  in  their  hands,  the  directors  would 
most  certainly  have  obtained  from  the  federal 
government  a  more  advantageous  concession  than 
the  one  they  have  lost,  and  of  this  they  were 
duly  informed. 

Why  is  this  claim  and  these  facts  kept  back 
from  the  shareholders? 

9. — With  all  due  deference  to  the  directors  the 
contract  entered  into  by  Mr.  Hunt  is  considered 
here  by  several  shareholders  and  the  public  in 
general  to  be  most  disastrous  and  the  worst  pos- 
sible for  the  interests  of  your  company. 

10. — The  position  of  the  S.  Paulo  railway  is 
totally  different  to  that  of  the  Minas  and  Rio.  'The 
former  commands  the  otdy  line  to  the  port  of  San- 
tos, whereas  the  latter  is  "sandwiched"  by  other 
companies  to  the  port  of  Rio,  and  without  break 
of  guage. 

11.— The  extreme  end  of  the  Muzambinho  is 
is Projected "  to  join  the  Mogyana  with  a  large 
detour. 

The  Oesle  de  Minas  goes  straight  to  the  Mo- 
gyana bom  Lavras,  so  even  "when  "  the  Muzam- 
binho company  have  constructed  their  network, 
llie  future  traffic  Irom  Goyaz  will  not  pass  over 
the  Minas  and  Rio. 

The.  Vincao  Sapucahy  have  just  acquired  a  line 
from  Lhe  extreme  end  cf  the  Mogyana,  from  Cata- 
lao  through  Matto  Grosso  to  the  frontier  oi 
Bolivia,  so  that  all  the  vast  traffic  from  these  im- 
portant s'.aies  will  eventually  pass  over  these  two 
companies'  systems  to  the  ports  of  Angra  dos  Reis 
and  Rio  de  Jane  ro,  without  break  of  guage!  ! 

12.  —  "  'lhe    Sapucahy    company    accepted    Mr. 
Hunt's  oxort   terms  foi    the   sale  of  (he  Minas  and 
Rio  pon'periy  fur  the  large  sum  of  two  and  a  half 
millions   staling."     This    proposal,    coming   as   it  , 
did,    should    have   been    submitted    to  the   share-  i 
holders,  for   although    I  do  not  agree  with  the  pre- 
Sent   panic   and   pessimist    view    towards    Brazil, 
in     whose     resources     and     luture     development 
European  people  show  such  a  lamentable  ignorance,  ' 
the   sum   offered  and  the  conditions   imposed  were 
such    that   at   least  grave   error  in   judgment  was 
committed  by  the  directors   in  refusing  the  same  on 
their  own  responsibility  alone. 

This  ofler  meant  at  least  ^38  for  every  /20 
share,  when  at  Hie  very  time  the  shares  Were 
quoted  at  19^  to  20>£. 

In  February,  1890,  the  Empreza  de  Obras  Pu- 
blicas    in  Brazil   proposed    lo  construct    the  Salto 


extension  nnd   Lambary   branch  on  the  same  con. 
ditions  as  those  accepted  by  your  company  with 

lhe  government, 

The  first  payment  was  to  be  made  12  months 
after  the  works  had  been  commenced,  and  if  the 
company  were  not  then  in  a  position  to  pay,  and 
providing  no  extension  of  time  could  be  agreed 
upon,  then  the  lines  were  ipso  facto  to  belong  to 
the  Empreza, 

I  strongly  advised  the  directors  to  accept  this 
contract  in  a  modified  form,  "  as  it  was  then  the 
only  means  left  to  prevent  the  cancelling  of  the 
concession." 

This  they  did  not  do,  and  my  fears  were  Con- 
firmed, 

14.— The  reasons  for  my  resignation  arc  fully 
given    in    letter    referred    to   and  subsequent  ones. 

These  should  be  seen  by  the  shareholders,  (or 
by  so  doing  they  will  find  had  my  advice  been 
followed,  or  had  I  been  even  supported  with  cap- 
ital, to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  proportion 
as  "■  that  f  had  expended  out  of  my  own  pocket  foi 
the  interests  of  the  company,"  the  position  ol 
affairs  would  be  different  now. 

I  beie  was  a  certainly  tb.it  in  the  near  future 
your  property  would  have  been  one  of  the  best 
paying  railways  in  Brazil,  whereas  by  the  policy 
adopted,  it  will,  affer  the  expiration  of  the  gov- 
ernment guarantee,  sink  low  down  in  the  scale  anil 
possibly  become  a  non-paying  dividend  line. 

I  lie  foregoing  views  1  gave  personally  during 
July  ami  August  last  when  in  London.  I  only 
rt«gret  my  inability  to  attend  lhe  next  general 
meeting  to  move  a  resolution,  to  furnish  lurther 
data  ami  explanations,  and  substantiate  the  same, 
not  that  I  think  it  would  be  carried,  for  as  usual 
the  directors  will  no  doubt  have  the  voting  power 
behind  them.

of  the  Republic  will,  in  conformity  with  Art.  I  of 
Decree  No,  S04  ol   Oct.  4,  1890,  be  paid   in  gold. 

To  facilitate-  entries,  the  Banco  da  Republica  dos 
Estados  Unidos  do  Brazil  will  furnish  to  the  sub- 
treasuries  checks  payable  in  gold,  which  importers 
may  obtain  at  the  exchange  of  the  day  and  which, 
when  presented  at  the  custom-houses,  must  be  ac- 
cepted in  payment  of  duties. 

In  the  Slates  in  which  there  are  custom-houses 
where  there  arc  no  sub-treasuries,  checks,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  demand  for  them,  will  be  furnished 
to  the  former. 

In  places  in  which  there  are  no  daily  quotations 
ot  exchange,  sub-treasuries  will  telegraph  to  the 
treasury  for  the  rate  at  which  the  checks  are  to  be 
sold,  and  thereafter  the  treasury  will  communicate 
every  Saturday  the  rate  which,  in  default  of  notifi- 
cation to  the  contrary,  will  be  maintained  during 
the   following  week. 

Up  to  the  14th  payments  will  continue  lo  be 
made  as  at  present,  that  is  in  paper  money  at  the 
rate  of  twenty  pence  per  mil  reis.  —  Bardo  de

RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 

—The  Argentine  senate  has  approved  a  bill 
reducing  the  dulies  on  tobacco  and  another  ap- 
proving an  extradition  treaty  with  Italy. 

—  Festas  are  now  llie  order  of  the  day  in  Chili. 
The  Chilians  are  apparently  trying  to  iorget  the 
bloody  tragedy  which  has  just  been  enacted,  and 
to  cover  its  blood  stains  with  flowers. 

— The  Argentine  government  has  presented  a 
bill  lo  Congress  for  the  grant  of  a  subsidy  of  $S,OOo 
gold  per  month  to  the  La  Platense  company  for  a 
steamship  service  on  the  sea  and  river  coasts  of 
thai  country  under  the  Argentine  flag. 

—The  effort  of  the  Uruguayan  government  to 
consolidate  its  debt  at  a  lower  rate  ot  interest  is 
not  meeting  with  an  unqualified  success.  Borrow- 
ing money  and  then  arbitrarily  reducing^tlte  interest 
without  the  consent  of  the  lender,  is  a  trick  not 
likely  lo  improve  the  credit  of  any  country,  parti— 
culary  one  in  so  critical  a  financial  condition  as 
Uruguay. 


—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  19th  says 
thai  an  official  telegram  from  Chili  slates  that  Hal- 
mnceda  had  taken  refuge  at  the  Argentine  legation 
where,  knowing  lliat  lie  would  be  discovered,  he 
finally  committed  suicide.  The  various  reports  in 
regard  to  the  whereabouts  of  the  ex-dictator  have 
been  most  conflicting.  From  lime  to  time  it  lias 
been  reported  that  he  was  concealed  in  the  Ameri- 
can legation,  that  he  had  fled  to  the  south,  that  he 
had  taken  refuge  on  a  German  naval  vessel,  that 
he  was  on  a  vessel  bound  for  Montevideo,  lliat  lie 
escaped  to  Peru,  that  he  had  taken  refuge  on  the 
American  naval  vessel  Baltimore ,  that  lie  had 
crossed  the  Andes  and  had  arrived  at  Mendoza, 
that  lie  had  escaped  by  means  of  some  unknown 
American  vessel  on  lhe  coast,  and  now  that  he  has 
committed  suicide  in  the  Argentine  legation.  A 
telegran  of  the  2oth  confirms  the  report  ami  states 
that  ii  was  done  because  it  had  been  arranged  to 
deliver  him    up  to    lhe  congressional   government. 


Legislative  Notes 

September  12.— Senate,— The  bill  on  compul- 
sory retirement  of  military  officers  was  rejected. 
Chamber  0/  Deputies. — There  was  no  quorum. 

September  14. — Senate.—  Senator  Esteves  Ju- 
nior introduced  a  bill  abolishing  the  collection  of 
import  duties  in  gold  on  foreign  food  products  and 
exempting  from  freight  on  government  railways 
and  from  municipal  taxes  in  this  city  cattle  intend- 
ed for  supplying  the  market  with  meal.  The 
same  senator  introduced  a  bill  authorizing  llie 
government  to  contract  with  the  Banco  do  Brazil 
or  another  banking  establishment  thai  inspires  con- 
fidence for  the  issue  of  500,000,000$  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  manufacturers,  railways,  coloniza- 
tion, navigation,  mining  and  other  internal  im- 
provements. With  this  issue  the  bank  will  make 
loans  guaranteed  by  a  mortgage  on  the  properly  of 
the  borrowers,  at  6"n'  interest.  The  redemption  of 
the  issue  will  be  effected  in  currency  at  the  exchange 
rate  of  the  day,  commencing  at  the  end  of  the  51I1 
year  and  continuing  at  llie  rate  of  4n0'  a  year. 
Chamber  ol  Deputies. — Deputy  Vinhaes  censured 
the  management  ot  (lie  telegraph  bureau.  Deputy 
Haptista  da  Molla  moved  to  inquire  by  what  decree 
Gen.  Deodoro  had  been  promoted  from  the  rank 
of  major-general  to  that  ot  marshal  of  the  army, 
and  lor  which  of  these  offices  he  is  drawing  pay. 
The  voting  of  the  army  bill  commenced  on  the  nth 
was  concluded.  The  navy  bill  was  voteil  with 
amendments  in  2ml  discussion.  By  the  provisions 
voted  lhe  naval  force  is  fixed  at  4,012  national 
marines,  990  soldiers  of  the  navsl  battalion,  300 
firemen  and  3,000  naval  apprenlices.  The  lull 
prohibiting  the  use  of  titles  and  decorations  was 
voted  in  2nd  discussion. 

September  15.—  Senate.—  The  committee  on 
public  works  reported  agaius!  granting  the  petition 
of  J.  J.  Fagundes  de  Rezende  e  Silva  for  an  ex- 
tension for  20  years  oi  the  lime  fixed  for  beginning 
operalions  on  his  mining  grants.  The  time  expires 
on  Jan.  25,  1S94.  On  the  question  of  political 
affairs  in  Sergipe  there  was  a  debate  between 
Senators  Coelho  Campos  and  Rosa  Junior.  Tile 
latter  said  that  the  republic  has  many  secret 
enemies,  but  that  they  will  not  succeed  in  over- 
throwing it.  Coelho  Campos  : — "Who  are  they  ?" 
Domingos  Vicente  :  —  "  Adhesistas,  probably." 
Rosa  Junior  : — "Your  irony  is  misplaced  ;  I  was 
never  a  conservative,  nor  a  liberal."  Domingos 
Vicente:  — "  I'm  not  an  adhesista;  I'm  subjugat- 
ed." Coelho  Campos:— "I've  been  a  republican, 
il  is  true,  since  Nov.  15,  but  I'  m  an  homem  serio." 
Chamber  of  Deputies. — Deputy  Barbosa  Lima,  in 
inquiring  why  Lieul.  Eduardo  Ribeiro  had  not 
received  the  brevet  to  which  he  is  entitled,  said 
that  the  present  government  is  an  evil  thai,  like  a 
cancer,  can  only  be  cured  by  extirpation.  A  mes- 
sage was  received  from  the  President  asking  for  an 
appropriation  oi  1,020,000$  ior  expenses  with 
representing  Brazil  at  the  Chicago  exhibition. 
The  budget  of  the  department  of  justice  was  voted 
in  2nd  discussion,  the  original  estimate  of  5,031, - 
196^672  being  reduced  to  4,542,934$6So.  The 
budget  committee  reported  On  the  estimates  of  the 
department  of  the  interior,  reducing  them  from 
7, 790,072^500  lo  4,637, 142$500.  The  committee 
on  legislation  reported  in  favor  of  passing  by  a 
two-thirds  vole  the  vetoed  bill  limiting  lhe  powers 
of  governors  of  unorganized  states. 

September  16. —  Senate. —  The  Senate  voted  a 
motion  of  Senator  Amaro  Cavalcanti  asking  for 
information  in  regard  lo  lhe  public  revenue. 
Senator  Ramiro  Barcellos  introduced  a  bill  for 
leasing  the  Central  railway.  The  bill  regulating 
the  procedure  in  impeachment  trials  was  voted  in 
3rd  discussion.  The  bill  regulating  land  grants 
was  voted  in  2nd  discussion  with  some  amend- 
ments. Chamber  of  Deputies. — The  budget  for 
the  department  of  foreign  affairs  was  voted  in  2nd 
discussion.  the  bill  for  collecting  duties,  part  in 
gold  and  part  in  currency,  was  voted  in  ist  dis- 
cussion, and  also  the  bill  for  establishing  custom- 
houses at  Macahe,  Gargahu  and  Angra  dos  Reis. 
The  special  committee  of  financial  inquiry  made 
its  report.  In  this  report  the  commiUee  says  that 
llie  greater  part  of  the  money  issued  by  the  banks 
has  been  misapplied,  contributing  to  the  organi/a- 
tion  of  companies  on  unsound  Rises,  to  disastrous 
gambling  in  shares  and  to  lhe  depreciation  of  the 
currency.  The  committee  introduced  a  bill  annul- 
ling the  contract  with  the  Banco  da  Republica  lor 
lhe  redemption  of  treasury  notes,  prohibiting  fur- 
ther issues  of  paper  money,  requiring  the  res- 
toration of  money  withdrawn  from  the  gold 
deposits  made  by  the  banks  of  issue  in  the  treasury 
and  adopting  other  measures  intended  to  prepare 
the  way  for  a  return  to  specie  payments. 

September  17.— 'Senale.—'Yhe  bill  on  notes  pay- 
able  lo  bearer  was  voted  in  2nd  discussion.  Cham- 
be)  of  Deputies. — Deputy  Antao  de  Faria  intro- 
duced a  bill  authorizing  the  government  to  open 
negotiations  with  that  of  the  United  States  for 
modifying  the  commercial  reciprocity  agreement 
between  the  two  countries.  One  ol  the  provisions 
of  the  bill  expressly  excludes  lard  and  other  bog 
products  from  the  list  of  articles  favored.  Another 
declares  that  the  present  agreement  will  terminate 
on  the  1st  of  July,  1892,  if  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment declines  to  enter  into  negotiations  for 
modifying  it.  In  defending  the  bill  the  speaker 
read  documents    to  prove   that   Minister    Amaral 
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Valente  had  opposed  the  tigreement.  In  the  3rd 
discussion  of  the  army  hill  an  amendment  wan 
offered  reducing  the  number  of  soldiers  to  18,000, 
and  another  reducing  it  to  15,000.  There  wai 
also  offered  an  amendment  abolishing  the  arsenals 
at  Bahia,  Pernambuco  and  ParA.  The  Chamber 
voted  n  motion,  ottered  by  Deputy  Rosa  e  Silva, 
asking  for  information  in  regard  to  the  circulation 
of  banks  ol  issue. 

September  18.—  Senate.— Xn  speaking  on  the 
bill  for  confirming  the  dower  of  the  Princess  Im- 
perial, Senator  Jose-  Ilygino  declared  that  the  act  of 
the  provisional  government  depriving  the  Princess 
of  her  property  displayed  a  meanness  incompatible 
with  the  generous  spirit  ol  the  Brazilian  people. 
—Chamber  of  Deputies.*-  A  petition  of  Charles  H. 
Ward  asking  for  exemption  from  import  duties  for 
material  intended  for  the  use  of  a  scientific  explor- 
ing expedition  in  Malto  Grosso,  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  budget,  Deputy  Joao  Si- 
queira  introduced  a  bill  annulling  the  contracts 
made  by  the  municipal  council  lor  renewing  the 
charters  of  the  Botanical  Garden  and  S.  ChristovRo 
street  railway  companies,  The  budget  of  the  de- 
partment of  the  interior  was  voted  ill  2nd  discus- 
sion. The  expenses  of  the  department  are  fixed  at 
4,637,  I42$50o.  Deputy  Cantao,  in  speaking  on 
the  army  bill,  says  that  the  soldiers  of  the  4th 
battalion  of  artillery  do  not  even  know  the  names 
of  the  different  parts  of  Hie  pieces  they  handle. 
Deputy  Chagas  Lobato  spoke  against  the  bill  estab- 
lishing priority  of  civil  marriage.  This  hill,  he 
says,  is  a  direct  attack  on  the  constitutional  prin- 
ciple of  religious  freedom.  The  committee  on  the 
army  and  navy  reported  in  favor  of  granting  the 
honorary  rank  of  captain  in  the  navy  to  Adolpho 
Fortunato  Ilasselmann,  assistant  inspector  of 
customs. 


Provincial  Notes 

—A  workingmen's  party  has  been  organized  al 
Para. 

— New  cases  of  small-pox  have  appeared  at  Vic- 
toria, Espirito  Santo. 

— An  extra  session  of  the  Piauhy  legislature  has 
been  called  for  Nov.  5. 

— Lieut. -governor  Correa  da  Silva  was  elected 
governor  of  Pernambuco  on  the  17th. 

—A  telegram  of  the  15th  from  Pari  states  that 
the  opposition  parlies  will  take  part  in  the  mun- 
icipal elections. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  legislature  proposes  to  abolish 
what  is  called  catechese,  or  missionary  work,  among 
the  Indians. 

—At  Caxambu  a  two  storey  hotel,  intended  to 
contain  165  rooms,  is  now  in  construction.  The 
cost  is  estimated  at  710,000$. 

—The  Companhia  Industrial  Sabarense  in  going 
to  increase  the  number  of  looms  ol  its  cotton  fac- 
tory from  50  to  100.    It  employs  100  operatives. 

—The  Bahia  legislature  has  authorized  the  gov- 
ernor to  rescind  the  subsidy  contract  held  by  the 
Lloyds  Brazileiro  for  account  of  the  Cia.  Bahiana 
de  Navegacao. 

—In  the  legislature  ol  Espirito  Santo  there  was 
introduced  on  the  15th  a  bill  for  granting  a  subsidy 
of  90,000$  a  year  for  a  line  of  steamers  between 
Victoria  and  Europe  and  the  United  States. 

— The  recent  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  in  the 
town  of  Cantagallo,  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  caused 
the  death  of  115  persons.  It  began  in  April  and 
lasted  to  the  middle  of  July, 

— At  the  municipal  election  in  the  city  of  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  182  votes  were  cast  for  the  mon- 
archical candidates.  The  federalist  party,  consider- 
ing the  election  illegal,  did  not  go  to  the  polls. 

—A  telegram  of  the  16th  from  Sergipe  says  that 
the  present  sugar  crop  is  very  small  and  that,  unless 
it  rains  soon,  the  next  crop  will  be  a  total  failure. 
Why  can  not  the  celebrated  "twelve"  interfere  and 
compel  a  rainfall? 

— A  project  has  been  [introduced  into  the  Sao 
Paulo  legislature  creating  a  subsidy  of  10,000$  a 
year  for  young  men  "of  recognized  talent"  who 
want  to  go  to  Europe  to  study  music,  painting  and 
sculpture.  S.  Paulo  might  better  pay  a  subsidy 
lor  planting  potatoes  I 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  oi  the  15th  lays  that 
Col.  Luiz  Benedicto  Pereira  Leite  has  addressed  the 
following  telegram  to  Gen.  Deodoro:— "Cuyaba, 
Aug.  27. —  The  people  have  appealed  lo  me  in 
writing  to  take  charge  of  the  government  and  I  am 
here  for  this  purpose.  I  cannot  refuse  to  obey  the 
will  of  the  people.  I  declare  to  you  that  I  will  do 
anything  for  the  sake  of  the  republic.  I  am  at  my 
post,  and  you  need  have  no  anxiety  in  regard  to 
the  preservation  of  order," 

—Some  time  ago  the  municipal  council  of  Per- 
nambuco changed  the  name  of  a  street  from  Con- 
ceifdo  to  Silva  Jardim  and  on  the  13th  inst.  plates 
with  the  new  name  were  placed  on  the  corners. 
During  the  night,  however,  the  plates  were  torn 
off  and  replaced  with  images  of  the  Virgin  Mary. 
On  the  151I1  the  chamber  of  deputies  of  the  state 
voted  a  motion  asking  the  municipal  council  to 
retain  the  original  name  of  the  street.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  will  prove  a  lesson  for  the  mun- 
icipal authorities  of  Rio,  whose  mania  for  changing 
the  names  of  the  streets  is  such  that  the  oldest  in- 
habitant can  scarcely  find  his  way  through  the  city. 
The  dispute  was  afterwards  settled  by  giving  the 
name  of  Silva  Jardim  to  Rua  das  Nymphas. 

—The  Garimpeiro,  a  paper  published  at  Baga- 
gem,  Minas,  says  that  in  Estrella  do  Sul  there  is  a 
man  who  has  a  paralytic  brother-in-law  and  that, 
taking  a  peculiar  view  of  the  question  of  liberty, 
equality  and  fraternity,  he  assigned  that  brother- 
in-law  quarters  in  the  pig-sty.  It  seems,  however, 
that  the  hogs  resented  the  intrusion  and  treated 
the  poor  man  so  badly  that  the  neighbors,  taking 
compassion  on  his  sufferings,  obliged  his  brother- 
in-law  to  admit  him  into  the  house  again.  But  it 
is  doubtful,  we  think,  whether  his  position  is  better 
now  than  it  was  when  he  was  staying  with  the 
other  hogs. 


-The  Sergipe  "twelve"  has  fixed  the  governor's 
salary  al  the  modest  figure  of  12,000$  per  annum. 

■The  stWa  lias  become  so  severe  in  some  dis- 
tricts o|  CearA  that  the  people  have  begun  to 
emigrate. 

In  Pernambuco  the  American  consul  gave 'a 
dinner  to  the  governor  of  the  state  and  Capt.  Rod- 
gers  on  the  18th. 

■The  Sergipe  press  is  discussing  the  recent  act 
of  the  state  legislature  in  declaring  vacant  the  seats 
of  deputies  who  absent  themselves  for  30  consecu- 
tive days. 

■On  -Aug.  29  there  died  at  Santa  Anna  dos 
Ferros,  Minas  Geraes,  a  woman  said  to  be  120 
years  old.     If  there  were  more  anglers  in    Brazil 

might  have  some  variations  on  these  stories. 

-Cap.  Alex.  Rodger*,  commissioner  of  the 
Colombian  exposition  at  Chicago,  has  been  received 
with  marked  cordiality  at  Pernambuco  where  much 
'merest  is  taken  in  the  preparation  of  a  Brazilian 

exhibit, 

-A  Sao  Paulo  telegram  ol  the  19th  says  that 
the  telephone  company  of  that  city  has  received 
the  material  for  a  telephone  line  between  Sao 
Paulo  and  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  will  soon  begin  the 
erecting  ol  posts  along  the  Central  railway. 

An  Aracajii  (Sergipe)  telegram  of  the  19th 
says  that  a  conflict  had  occurred  there  between  dip 
police  and  the  regulars  because  the  police  had 
given  a  soldier's  son  a  thrashing.  It  resulted  in 
some  light  wounds  and  bruises,  and  naturally  in 
a  great  deal  ol  bad  language. 

—Governor  Julio  tie  Castilhos,  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  whose  historical  republican  sentiments  are 
well  known  to  our  readers,  has  opened  a  credit, 
apparently  on  his  own  responsibility,  of  7,7925676 
for  the  expenses  of  lodging  the  cavalry  guard 
attached  to  the  governor's  palace  and  building 
stable  for  their  horses.  Think  of  a  "republican1 
governor  keeping  a  cavalry  guard  constantly  about 
his  person  !  It  is  as  bad  as  a  rcpub'ican  minister 
riding  about  town  with  two  armed  soldiers 
orderlies,  after  the  good  old  monarchical  style. 

— When  Dr.  Miguel  de  Castro  was  elected 
president  of  Rio  Grande  do  Norte  he  did  not  al 
once  take  office.  Vice-president  Gurgel  took 
charge  of  the  slate  administration  and  proceeded 
to  organize  the  judiciary.  Now,  however,  the 
president,  on  taking  office,  annuls  his  predecessor's 
acts  and  appoints  new  judges.  But  the  old  judges 
refuse  to  be  dispossessed  and  the  consequence  is 
that  there  are  two  sets  of  judges  in  the  state.  It 
is  stated  that  the  old  jidges  have  appealed  to  the 
federal  supreme  court.  What  a  federal  court  has 
to  do  with  a  state  court  requires  some  explanation, 


-The  minister  of  agriculture  has  refused  to 
grant  a  90  years'  privilege  to  Engineer  Antonio 
Maria  de  Albuquerque  O'Conncll  Jersey  for  a  rail- 
way from  Balalaes,  in  Silo  Paulo,  to  Diamanlina, 
in  Minns  Geraes.  The  minister  evidently  fails  to 
see  the  strategical  importance  of  the  road, 


Local  Notes 


Coffee  Notes 


—The  British  str.  Caxton  left  Victoria  on  the 
20th  with  4,479  bags  of  coffee  for  New  York. 

— It  is  stated  that  the  contract  with  the  Empreza 
de  Obras  Publicas  for  the  delivery  ol  coffee  will 
not  be  signed. 

—At  the  burning  of  the  coffee  cleaning  establish- 
ment belonging  to  the  Companhia  de  Engeuhos  at 
Leopoldina  on  the  18th,  2,000  arrobas  of  coffee 
were  destroyed. 

— The  coffee  dealers  and  exporters  recently  made 
a  representation  to  the  municipal  council  against 
the  obstructions  in  the  Rua  da  Saude,  but  the  in 
tendentes  ignore  the  matter  entirely.  Although 
the  petitioners  represent  millions  of  capital  and  the 
most  important  industry  in  Brazil,  they  are  not 
considered  to  be  worth  even  the  courtesy  of  an 
answer. 

—On  the  17th  inst.  there  was  a  meeting  of  the 
coffee  merchants  of  this  city,  called  by  Dr.  Buarque 
de  Macedo,  president  of  the  Empreza  de  Obras 
Publicas,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  contract 
between  that  Empreza  and  the  Central  railway 
for  the  delivery  of  coffee.  Resolutions  were  adopt- 
ed in  favor  of  the  increase  of  the  number  of  persons 
employed  in  this  service  at  the  Gamb6a  and  city 
stations  and  for  regulating  the  movement  of  vehi- 
cles on  Rua  da  Saude. 


Railroad    Notes 


—On  the  9th  inst.  there  were  at  the  station  of 
Leopoldina  12,358  bags  of  coffee  which  could  not 
be  shipped  lor  want  of  cars. 

—The  fusion  of  the  Sao  Paulo  tramway  com- 
panies is  again  the  subject  of  speculation. 

—It  is  stated  that  the  director  of  the  Central 
railway  is  going  to  order  the  removal  of  the  rails, 
tile    and  timbers  deposited  at  the  Gambda  station. 

—The  complaints  against  the  freight  service  on 
the  Central  and  Geral  railways  still  continue.  Why 
is  it  not  possible  to  improve  this  service  ? 

—The  Companhia  Ferro-Carril  of  Maranhao  has 
ordered  the  material  from  the  United  States  for  a 
railway  to  Anil.  It  is  expected  that  the  material 
will  be  shipped  sometime  in  October. 

It  is  slated  that  the  Minas  Geraes  delegation 

in  the  federal  congress,  disgusted  with  the  repeated 
irregularities  on  the  railways  in  their  state,  are 
going  to  introduce  a  bill  for  the  expropriation  of 
those  roads. 

—If  the  Central  and  Leopoldina  roads  can  not 
afford  the  state  of  Minas  Geraes  a  satisfactory 
outlet,  why  not  improve  the  port  of  Victoria  and 
connect  it  with  the  producing  districts  of  that  state  ? 
A  good  railway  to  Victoria  would  be  of  incalcul- 
able value  to  the  state  of  Minas  Geraes. 

—The  President  signed  a  decree  on  the  19th 
conceding  a  privilege  without  interest  guarantee, 
for  a  railway  from  Rio  Pardo  through  MattO 
Grosso  to  the  frontier  ol  Bolivia.  The  read  will 
quite  certainly  not  be  built  this  year,  nor  is  it  quite 
sure  that  it  will  be  next  year. 


—A  billiard  saloon  on  Rua  da  Uiuguayana  was 
robbed  of  30,000$  on  the  night  of  the  14th. 

—The  Pais  now  belongs  to  Messrs,  Ontinlino 
Bocayuya,  Rodolpho  Abrcuand  Manoel  Cotta. 

—A  bright  spot  in  the  desert  of  shares  on  the 
Bolsa  here  is  "Cimento  Brazileiro",  which  was 
recently  sold  al  400$  per  share. 

—The  /"ate  of  the  16th  stales  that  the  only  change 
in  its  editorial  staff  is  ihe  return  of  Senator  Quiti- 
tlno  Bocayuva  to  the  post  of  editor-in-chief. 

—The  municipal  council  Has  been  authorized  '«> 
expend  30,000$  in  assistance  lo  indigent  sufferers 
from  small-pox  and  5,0011$  with  the  service  of 
vaccination. 

— Law  No,  9,  voted  by  congress  and  signed  by 
the  President,  fixes  (he  salary  of  the  latter  at 
120,000$  a  year  and  that  of  the  Vice-President  al 
36,000$. 

— The  municipal  council  has  granted  permission 
tu  the  Companhia  Exposicjio  Universal  Permanent* 
do  Brazil  10  erect  buildings  on  unoccupied  grounds 
in  Largo  da  Lnpa. 

— We  have  seen  a  great  many  peculiar  cases  of 
subsidized  journals  trying  to  earn  their  money,  bill 
the  las!  case  heats  thein  all.  It  is  quite  as  pitiful 
as  it  is  shamelessly  disgusting. 

—Senator  Quintino  Bocayuva,  in  returning  to 
the  press,  says  thai  the  republic  has  been  pro- 
claimed, but  does  not  yet  exist.  Tile  senator  is 
evidently  one  of  Ihoze  terrible  "scbastianists." 

— Depuly  Aristides  says  that  Minister  Lucena  is 
"living  insult  to  the  principles  and  dignity  of  the 
republic."  But,  as  he  takes  Banco  da  Republic* 
notes  he  is  probably  not  a  "  Sebastian ist." 

— In  the  excavations  made  by  order  of  the  Com- 
panhia Metropolitan*  near  the  Carioca  reservoir, 
there  was  found  a  skeleton  in  a  perfect  state  of 
preservation.  And  it  is  not  the  last  skeleton  this 
company  will  find,  either. 

— It  is  whispered  that  Ihe  municipal  council  can 
never  be  happy  till  it  changes  tin  name  ol  Largo 
da  Canoca  lo  Largo  Melropolitano  and  that  of 
Largo  da  Lapa  to  Largo  da  Exposicao  Universal 
Permanente  do  Brazil. 

—It  is  only  now  that  people  here  are  beginning 
lo  talk  about  Mr.  Bellamy's  "Looking  Back- 
ward." In  the  United  States  the  interest  in  the 
work  is  now  on  the  wane.  It  reminds  one  of  the 
anecdote  of  the  Irishman  and  the  Jew. 

—To  recent  applications  for  mining  grants  the 
minister  for  agriculture  has  answered  that  the  ap- 
plicants must  wait  until  a  law  regulating  the 
matter  shall  have  been  enacted.  That  project  for 
a  mining  law  is  now  getting  very  old. 

—The  Brazilian  government  has  appointed  Coun- 
cillor Joao  Pereira  de  Andrada  a  minister  plenipo- 
tentiary to  confer  with  the  Portuguese  minister  on 
ihe  subject  of  a  commercial  treaty,  which  is  the 
special  object  of  the  lalter's  mission  to  Brazil. 

—Messrs.  Ferdinando  Turchi  and  Carlos  Fabri- 
cator, two  Italian  journalists  of  this  city,  have 
gone  to  Montevideo  to  light  a  duel.  Why  did  they 
not  get  up  an  excursion  to  Ihe  Ilha  d'Agua  and 
make  something  out  of  the  gate  money? 

— The  municipal  council  has  resolved  not  to 
accept  the  Cordovil  proposition  for  the  improve- 
ment and  embellishment  of  the  city.  If  it  has 
anything  to  do  with  cutting  down  trees,  blocking 
up  the  streets,  building  undesirable  railways  and 
creating  vexatious  monopolies,  we  are  surprised 
the  intendenles  did  not  accept  it. 

—An  attack  was  made  on  Depuly  Vinhacs  in 
Rua  dos  Invalidos  by  Iwo  men  at  ll  o'clock  on  ihe 
night  of  the  16th,  one  of  whom  struck  him  on  the 
head.  One  of  the  men  was  captured,  but  as  he 
plead  drunkenness  ami  the  deputy  declined  to 
prosecute,  he  was  released.  Not  even  his  name  is 
made  public.  Mad  it  been  any  oilier  man  than 
Deputy  Vinhaes,  we  should  have  suspected  ttiat 
the  pavement  had  risen  up  and  hit  him  in  the  face. 

— The  remark  attributed  to  ex-Minister  Bocayuva 
that  in  negotiating  the  treaty  of  Montevideo  the 
Brazilian  and  Argentine  plenipolenliaries  had  foi 
seen  events  in  relation  to  Bolivia  and  Uruguay  that 
would  alter  the  map  of  South  America,  led  loan 
exchange  of  notes  between  the  Uruguayan  minister 
here  and  the  Brazilian  minister  of  foreign  affairs. 
The  former  declares  llial  the  explanations  offered 
are  entirely  satisfactory. 

—In  Ihe  parish  of  Iraja  there  is  a  man  who  is  al 
once  subdelepado  and  pretor,  thus  holding  a  com- 
bination of  offices  which,  it  is  said,  lie  finds  very 
convenient.  Whenever,  for  instance,  the  subdele- 
gado  wishes  a  warrant  for  arresting  a  man,  the 
pretor  never  fails- to  grant  it.  If  any  act  ol  the 
subdelepado  requires  ihe  approval  of  the  pretor 
that  approval  is  never  refused.

—Our  conser.pt  fathers  appear  to  have  found  out 
at  las)  that  there  is  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  in  the 
city.  Al  a  meeting  of  the  council  on  Saturday  last, 
the  president  was  authorized  lo  invent  a  plan  lor 
diminishing  the  effects  ol  the  epidemic. 

— On  the  l8th  the  Diario  Official  published  the 
dispatches  exchanged  between  the  Brazilian  min- 
ister lor  foreign  affairs  and  ihe  Uruguayan  repre- 
sentative referring  to  Ihe  alleged  reference  by  Gen. 
Bocayuva  lo  certain  changes  in  the  map  ol  South 
America,  which  reference  the  general  formally 
denied. 

—A  small  fire  occurred  Sunday  morning  in  a 
deposit  of  empty  boxes  belonging  lo  Fritz  Mack  & 
Co.,  on  Ihe  travessa  do  Maia.  The  building  was 
burned  but  no  barm  was  done  to  the  inilustria 
national  ilself.  Country  consumers  will  not  be 
leprived  ol  their  usual  supply  of  home-made  wines, 
liqueurs,  etc. 

■It  is  said  that  the  "construction  department" 
of  Ihe  Banco  lmpulsor  (Ruy  Barbosa,  president) 
has  obtained   permission  from  the  government  to 

ninate  the  theatres  of  this  cily  with  ihe  electric 
light,  under  government  fiscalizatloi),  The  mun- 
icipality is  apparently  of  no  account  whatever  in 
the  government  of  this  city. 

— On  and  after  the  1st  prox.  the  newspapers  of 
this  city  hitherto  sold  at  40  reis  per  copy,  will  be 
sold  at  60  reis,  The  price  of  subscription  will  be 
increased  from  12$  to  16$  per  annum.  This 
change  is  due  lo  the  depreciation  of  the  currency 
and  consequent  increase  in  the  price  of  labor  and 
printing  materials. 

—We  see  that  Deputy  Joiio  de  Siqueira  wants 
Congress  to  annul  the  contracts  celebrated  with 
the  Botanical  Garden  and  S.  Christov&o  liamway 
companies.  Some  good  friend  of  this  depuly  ought 
to  sit  down  with  him  and  explain  the  immorality 
and  the  disastrous  consequences  of  breaking  con- 
tracts. Perhaps  Henrique  de  Carvalho  will  un- 
dertake the  delicate  task. 

— We  learn  that  our  item  of  last  week  regarding 
the  school  ol  the  Carioca  cotton  factory  was  not 
strictly  accurate.  The  school  building  has  already 
been  constructed,  and  all  the  company  has  asked  is 
free  admission  for  the  furniture  and  apparatus. 
As  the  school  is  free  and  was  built  by  ihe  Carioca 
company  at  its  own  cost,  ihe  favor  asked  was 
certainly  worthy  of  a  more  generous  treatment. 

—  Dr.  Alvaro  Bianchi  Tupper,  new  Chilian  min- 
ister, gave  a  dinner  lo  some  friends  al  Freitas' 
Hotel  on  the  evening  of  the  :8th.  Among  the 
persons  present  were  Deputies  Zamn,  Custodio 
de  Mello  and  Amphilophio,  all  of  whom  made 
speeches.  Dr,  Tupper  made  a  speech  explaining 
the  causes  of  the  late  war  and  defending  the  victors 
from  the  charge  of  cruelty  that  has  recently  been 
made  against  them. 

— The  municipal  council,  at  its  meeting  on  llie 
161I1,  decided  to  expropriate  the  house  formerly 
occupied  by  Gen.  Deodoro  and  the  adjoining  build- 
ings for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  school  to  be 
called  Escola  Deodoro,  It  further  decided  lhas 
Gen,  Deodoro  would  be  permitted  lo  reside  there 
whenever  be  wishes.  We  fear  that  the  council  has 
been  corrupted  by  Gov.  A^uin'e's  letter  and  it 
insidiously  aiming  an  epigram  al  the  president  of 
the  republic. 

—  President  Deodoro  has  vetoed  the  very  reason- 
able acl  of  Congress  prohibiting  the  holding  of 
national  and  slate  offices  al  one  and  the  same  lime. 
The  objections  are  forced  and  illogical.  We  have 
seen  a  minister  holding  ihe  office  of  governor  of  a 
state,  other  governors  hold  seals  in  Congress,  a 
governor  up  north  holds  a  seat  in  the  legislature  of 
another  stale  aud  several  judges  occupy  executive 
and  legislative  offices.  Even  a  minister  to  a  for- 
eign country  is  a  member  of  Congress.  A  pro- 
hibition is  certainly  necessary. 

--According  to  the  Pais  of  ihe  19th,  Joaquina, 
daughter  ol  a  servant  of  Messrs.  Azevedo  &  Ma* 
chado,  was  sent  to  the  S.  Sebastiaa  hospital  on 
Aug.  20,  and  up  to  the  present  her  mother  has  not 
been  able  to  learn  whether  she  is  dead  or  alive. 
On  ihe  nth  Messrs.  Azevedo  &  Machndo  wrote  to 
ihe  administrator  of  the  hospital  inquiring  what  had 
become  of  Joaquina  (of  Joaquina,  mind)  and  re- 
ceived an  answer  stating  thai  A/at ia  da  CotueifSo 
had  died  on  the  27th.  If  there  are  any  excuses 
for  this  wretched  place,  we  should  like  lo  hear 
what  they  are.

—The  Havas  agent  in  Buenos  Aires  is  entitled 
to  the  cake.  The  Jornal  publishes  a  telegram 
from  him  ibis  morning  to  the  effect  thai  the  Lon- 
don and  River  Plate  Bank  proposes  to  establish  a 
branch  in  Rio-  As  ibis  hem  of  information  was 
old  weeks  ago,  and  as  the  bank's  representative, 
Edward  Toolal,  Esq.,  is  now  here  on  that  bus- 
iness, the  Havas  might  have  spared  ns  the  shock 
o(  seeing  the  news  lake  a  fresh  start. 

After  having  spent  so  much  money  unnecessa- 
rily (nearly  1,000  contos)  on  the  S.  Christovao 
palace  to  transform  it  into  a  meeting-place  lor 
Congress,  the  deputies  insist  on  either  returning 
to  the  old  building,  or  to  that  occupied  by  the  Museu 
Nacional,  ami  Ihey  are  willing  to  pay  200,000$  for 
filling  up  llie  new  chamber.

—The   August  receipts  of  t 
house  amounted  to  37,ooy$222, 

—The  August  receipts  ol  the  Ceara  recebetloi 
amounted  to  48,690^998,  against  50,969138s  in  the 
same  month  of  1890. 

-The  collection   of   duties    in   actual   gold  has 
been  postponed  to  October  15th,  the  present  arran 
gement  of  paying  duties  in    paper  at  20  pence  con- 
tinuing until  that  dale. 

—In    the  stale  legislature  of  Espirito  Santo  the 
committee  on  finance  estimates  the  receipts  of  the 
state   treasury   at  1,586,230$  and  the  expenditures 
at  1,650,744$. 

—Permission  has   been    granted   to  the   Banco 
UnifiO   dc   S.    Paulo   to   deposit    in    the    treasury 
85,500$  in  government  bonds  and  to  issue  thereon 
the  same  sum  in  paper  money. 

—It    is  stated  that  the  budget  committee  of  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  is  making  large  reductions  in 
the  estimates  for  the  department  ot  agriculture. 
There  is  certainly  occasion  for  them. 

—On  the  iSlh  there  was  signed  in  the  treasury  a 
contract  lor  the  collection,  by  the  federal  custom- 
house al  this  port,  of  export  duties  for  the  state  of 
Minos  Gcraes.     The  state  pays  4%  commission. 
—The  Santos    custom-house    has    lately    sent 
500,000$  in   large   notes   to   the   Treasury,  asking 
small  notes  in  exchange.    The  lolly  of  permitting 
the  issue  of  so  large   a  proportion   of    large  notes 
needs  no  better  proof  than  this. 

— The  Actual  do  Commtrcio  condemns  the  min- 
isterial project  unsparingly.     Like  many  others  the 
Jorttai can  not  see  how  a  situation  created  by  an 
excessive  issue  of  paper  money  can  be  improved  by 
an  issue  of  more  of  the  same  stuff. 

—Here  is  a  little  mathematical   problem  for  the 
minister  of  finance.     If  a  currency   issue  of  about 
4500,00,000$   leads  to  a  depreciation  of  50  per  cent 
in   that  currency,    what   will    the    depreciation  be 
when  the  issue  reaches  600,000,000$  ? 

—The  receipts  of  the  custom-house  at  this  port 
amounted  during  the  8  months  ended  on  the  list 
tilt,   to  51, 161, 054$327,  against  40,223,726$89S  in 
the  corresponding  months  of  last  year,  39,738-7°7$ 
913  in  those  of  1889  and  33,016,979^514  in  those 
of  1888. 

— 'X'hejornaldo  Commtrcio  of  the  20th  publishes 
a  telegram  from  London  to   the  effect  that    the  Fi* 
mttcial  Nnvs  of  the  191b  had  published  an  editorial 
on  Brazil,  which,   although    generally    lavorable  to 
the  new  republic,  points  out  the   bad  effects  of  the 
speculation  which    has    been  carried  to  so  great  an 
extreme  in  this  country. 

—It  appears  that  Councillor   Malta    Machado, 
president  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  is  the  author 
of  the   telegram   that  was   sent   to    London     last 
month,    stating    that    the    speeches    of  Deputies 
Mayrink  and  Figueiredo  bad  described  the   pol- 
itical  and    financial  state   of  llie   country  as   very 
encouraging.     We  trust  that  the  speaker  will  be  a 
little  more  careful  in  his  statements  next  time. 

—According   to   the  JontaVs    London    cones 
pcmdenl,  the   payment   of  the  purchase  money  for 
the   Amazon    Steam  Navigation  Co.    is  deferred  to 
16th   September,    1892,   on  condition  that  the  Em- 
preza    de    Obras     Publicas    enters     with    another 
/loo.ooo  during  the  year   in  monthly  instalments, 
it  being  stipulated  that  in   rase  the  latter  fads  to 
cover  the  whole  amount  (,£803,380)  on  that  date 
the  /200.000  already  paid  in  will  be  forfeited  to 
the  English  company.

—The  Banco  de  Creilitu  Rural  e  Intcrnacionnl 
wants  permission  to  issue  hypothecary  notes, 
debentures  and  other  titles  to  ten  times  the  amount 
of  its  capital,  but  the  minister  of  finance  declines 
to  grant  it. 

—Minister  Lucena  says  in  his  long  report  on 
the  financial  situ.'lion  that  of  the  tolal  emission  of 
currency  (437,116,474$)  about  100,000,000$  weie 
withdrawn  from  circulation  anil  commercial  em- 
ployment by  the  requirements  of  agricultural  labor. 
Can  the  minister  prove  this.  The  laborer  may 
hoard  his  savings,  but  he  has  expenditures  as  well. 
— If  the  government  rescinds  the  contract  with 
the  Banco  da  Republics  for  the  redemption  of 
treasury  notes,  why  would  it  not  be  fair  for  the 
bank  to  surrender  some  of  the  favors  granted  as 
compensation  ?  It  looks  very  much  as  though 
that  elaborate  scheme  for  redeeming  the  internal 
debt  and  government  currency  is  destined  to  an 
ignominious  failure. 

—A  project  has  been  presented  to  the  B.ihia 
legislature  authorising  the  sale,  for  a  sum  no!  less 
than  800,000$,  of  the  Santo  Amaru  railway  and  the 
shares  owned  by  the  state  in  the  Ntuaietli  tram- 
road,  the  Central  Bahia  railway  and  the  Aquaria 
Snnl'Amarense.  The  product  is  to  be  applied  io 
the  liquidation  of  the  stale's  debt  to  the  Brazilian 
syndicate  in  Paris. 

—  A  message  to  Congress  was  signed  by  Presi- 
dent Ueodoro  011  Saturday  asking  for  a  supplemen- 
tary credit  of  [,336,044$542  for  "public  relief" 
within  the  current  year.  It  the  stales  are  to  man- 
aye  their  own  aflairs  and  have  all  taxes  of  a  local 
character,  why  should  they  not  look  after  their  own 
"public  relief"  necessities.  The  division  ol  obliga- 
tions docs  not  yet  seem  to  harmonize  in  every 
respect  with  the  division  of  profits, 

— When  Conde  de  Figueiredo  exposed  in  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  the  state  o(  the  Banco  da 
Republica,  Councillor  Mayrink  accused  him  of 
being  a  "sebastianist,"  Yet  the  Councillor  him- 
self has  now  signed  the  report  ol  the  special  com- 
mittee of  financial  inquiry,  a  report  in  which  the 
statements  made  in  the  Conde  s  speech  are  sub- 
stantially repeated.
